UP >—King George VI 
told parliament today he had “been 
happy to accept” as an "expres¬ 
sion” of Anglo-American good 
feeling President Roosevelt’s invi¬ 
tation to visit the United States 
during the royal Canadian tour 
next spring.

"Meanwhile my ministers will do 
all in their power to safeguard 
British interests in the areas af¬ 
fected,” he said. 

Some quarters believe the pres¬ 
ent session may be the last of this 
parliament although no authorita¬ 
tive statement was available on 
when a general election would be 
conducted. 

CHAMBERLAIN HIT 

Chamberlain’s "peace with hon¬ 
or” policy received what was con¬ 
sidered a sharp setback when Mrs.

Check on Political Use of Federal Funds Aim of Senators 


U. S. MAY TAKE 
CONTROL Of 
PRIMARY CASH 

WASHINGTON. (Ah—Chairman 
Sheppard (D., Tex.) said today the 
senate campaign committee in 
drafting recommendations to con¬ 
gress will consider a proposal to 
outlaw political use of federal 
funds. 

The proposal, he said, contem¬ 
plates a specific prohibition not 
only against using WPA funds or 
influence in elections, but also fed¬ 
eral money allocated to state gov¬ 
ernments. 

He listed three other problems 
as among the most important to 
be considered at a committee 
meeting late this month: 

1. Congressional control of pri¬ 
mary campaign expenditures. 

2. Clarification of the law gov¬ 
erning contributions to candidates 
by federal employes. 

3. Restriction of the franking 
privilege to prevent its use in po¬ 
litical campaigns. 

From both Republicans and 
Democrats came assurances of 
support in the senate for any 
le^slation by the conunittee to 
eliminate corruption in elections. 

Senator Borah (R., Idaho) said 
he believed thorough revision of 
existing laws would be necessary. 
Senator Donahey (D., Ohio) said 
he would support any attempt to 
regulate political contributions by 
federal employes. 

Senator Sheppard said a revi¬ 
sion of the corrupt practices act 
might be adequate to give congress 
control over primary campaign 
expenditures, although a constitu¬ 
tional amendment to accomplish 
this also has been suggested. 

(The supreme court has ruled 
that primary elections were sub¬ 
ject solely to state regulation, but 
the vote was four to four, with 
one justice not participating.) 

Donahey suggested that con¬ 
gress might permit federal em¬ 
ployes to contribute voluntarily to 
candidates’ campaign funds but 
might set a limit for such contri¬ 
butions. 

'This point has been in contro¬ 
versy since the senate committee 
ruled that federal employes could 
contribute only to state or nation¬ 
al party funds, not directly to a 
candidate or to his campaign com¬ 
mittee. 

Sheppard said committee inves¬ 
tigation had shown the law gov¬ 
erning franking of mail was so 
loosely drawn “that a candidate 
can frank anything from the Con¬ 
gressional Record, on any subject, 
in any amount to any place.”

OLSON CONFIDENT 

As the radio controversy start¬ 
ed, Culbert L. Olson, Democratic 
nominee for governor, claimed the 
Democratic ticket would over¬ 
throw Republican control of the 
state administration for the first 
time in 40 years by "from 400,000 
to 500,000 votes.” 

Governor Frank F. Merriam, 
the Republican nominee, asserted 
at the same time "supporters and 
my opponents” would be "sur¬ 
prised” at the size of the vote 
insuring his election. He "stood 
on his record” and pledged him¬ 
self to "liberalism.” 

Republican campaign leaders 
predicted Merriam would win by 
150,000 votes. 

25 PROPOSmONS 

The $30-Every-Thursday plan— 
known familiary by friend and foe 
as the "ham and eggs plan”—was 
one of the most vigorously con¬ 
tested proposals. 

California voters had a ballot 
listing at least 23 state offices be¬ 
sides various county races and 25 
propositions. 

Besides the governor race they 
had the job of selecting a junior 
United States senator with 
Downey being opposed by Philip 
Bancroft, Republican nominee. 
For lieutenant governor Dr. Wal¬ 
ter Scott Franklin, Republican 
nominee, was opposed by Ellis 
Patterson, Democratic nominee. 
Chief among propositions, besides 
the pension plan, was a measure 
to regulate labor imions. 

$200,000 SUIT 

A tangent from the California 
political campaign was the filing 
of a suit for $200,000 by two 
prominent Democrats against 
Harper Knowles as result of his 
including them among persons he 
labeled as "communists” before 
the Dies congressional committee 
investigating un-American activ¬ 
ities. 

Patterson, the Democratic nom¬ 
inee for lieutenant governor, and 
John G. Clark, Democratic state 
chairman, each asked $100,000 in 
damages denying that they were 
"communists.” Knowles is state 
chairman of the American 
Legion’s radical committee but re¬ 
sponsibility for his testimony was 
denied by the Legion. 

ACnON EXPLAINED 

CHICAGO. — A spokesman for j 
Dr. Francis E. Townsend said to¬ 
day the old age pension plan advo-1 
cate was supporting Sheridan 
Downey, California’s Democratic 
candidate for U. S. senator, despite 
Dr. Townsend's apparent repudia¬ 
tion of Downey in a broadcast from 
Des Moines, Iowa, last night. 

The spokesman said the follow¬ 
ing clarification of the situation 
could be attributed to Roy J. Webb, 
assistant and personal representa¬ 
tive of Dr. Townsend:

rectness, they often had to ignore 
party labels. 

As far as the perxietuation of 
his program is concerned, it will 
not hinge on the votes of any 
party alone. Some Democrats are 
deeply opposed to it. Some Re¬ 
publicans are for it 

At every point along the line it 
has moved in the last six years, 
the most telling blows against it 
have been delivered by conserva¬ 
tive Democrats. ’The Republicans 
were too weak numerically to do 
any heavyweight tackling. 

’Thus, If the next congress is 
filled with liberals, regardless of 
party, Mr. Roosevelt may be 
counted on to go ahead with his 
own ideas for getting the forgot¬ 
ten man out of the jungle of eco¬ 
nomic obscurity. His goal will not 
change if congress is filled with 
conservatives, but his route and 
rate of travel may. 

Not even the most sanguine 
Democrat expects to get through 
the day without party losses. 
These might mean little, or noth¬ 
ing, to the immediate progress of 
the Roosevelt program if the los¬ 
ing Democrats are supplanted by 
Sympathetic Republicans. 

But even more serious, from 
the standpoint of the sulministra- 
tlon, would be the threat to long 
range continuance of the program 
which large Democratic losses 
would Imply. ’The party in con¬ 
trol of congress and state gov¬ 
ernments has powerful tools to 
work with when it sets out to 
make a president. And 1940 is 
coming up. 

Given liberal Democrats in this 
congress and assured of the con¬ 
trol of most state governments by 
liberal Democrats during the next 
two years, Mr. Roosevelt will have 
a Democratic national convention 
in 1940 that will listen with a 
more willing mood to his ideas 
about candidates and issues.

Many a costume has stubbed its 
toe upon the color choice of hose 
worn with it, and tumbled sprawl¬ 
ing and defeated into the class of 
the dowdy after ail! Stocking col¬ 
ors, of course, are hard to explain 
wito merely the help of words. 
And I cannot use actual color 
names, for every stocking manu¬ 
facturer in this country has a ro¬ 
mantic set of his own. 

Unlike Jewelry, stockings are 
not meant to sparkle and attract 
the very first attention. Well- 
mannered stockings, with know¬ 
ing good taste, lee to It that they 
are the least conspicuous of the 
ensemble. But this, of course, takes 
more artistry at times than to be 
outstanding. The way they do it 
la through harmony. That is why 
each color of costume just has to 
have its own hose. 

Take the wine tones. With those, 
for Instance, all those hose which 
have a coppery shade fight shock¬ 
ingly and practically run the wine 
out of business. They are sworn 
enemies, the copper-rust range 
and wine-to-fuschia. 

On the whole, legs should look 
richly, warmly aun-tanncd still. 
There it just an element of color 
creeping in, too, but it is subtle 
still.

But for 
evening wear with a rich black 
velvet gown, a shser, sheer black 
hose Is often most exciting.

E. D., who asked if we “foster 
mothers ever were sorry.” 

Maybe some are, just as are 
some mothers who give bith to 
their babies. You must know that 
just having a baby does not make 
you a mother in the true sense of 
the word. 

But it is the love, the hope, the 
sacrifice and the sleepless nights 
wat 'ling a little sick bed that 
makes for a true mother. 

Do not just look at some curly- 
headed pink and white baby In a 
magazine and decide to “adopt a 
baby.” They do grow up, you 
know. .So all through the awkward 
toothless stage, catch measles and 
mumps in school, come in from 
play 'way late for dinner, clothes 
tom, buttons missing, dirty and 
bruised. 

But then as you dish up his 
plate at the end of the kitchen 
table, and watch him come in from 
washing, strangely meek, for he 
has a guilty conscience, with his 
hair plastered down real wet, 
hands bright pink from lots of hot 
water and soap, wrists grimy, with 
dirt still all around one eye—then 
can you look at him with a warm 
glow, evi while you are scolding 
him. And think; "That Is my baby 
growing up!” 

Now don’t say, “Oh, but I 
would not bother with a boy!” Do 
you know prospective foster moth¬ 
ers, that the application for girls 


are miles long, while little boy.s 
go unclaimed? 

Just think back to your ow:. 

] girlhood. Were we such angcl.s, 
never causing our mothers any 
I anxiety? But they, too, grow up. 

• My own little daughter and I have 
I much fun together, but not more 
fun than my 10-ycar-old adopted 
.son has with both of us. Yes, If 
you are a true mother at heart you 
can and will love your adopted 
one like your very own.

Now, Please, Mr. L. A. Times 

The mighty Los Angeles Timej? has bee» circulating 
in these parts for a considerable period and ought to know 
better. 

But yesterday, right on page one, near the top of a 
column it referred to the ‘ Santa Ana wind.” 

It’s not a Santa Ana wind. TVe decline the honor, 
Mr. L. A. Tirries. We would rather call it a Times wind— 
in fact anythiiig else. 

It is no more fair to call that wind a Santa Ana wind 
than it would be to refer to it as a Long Beach wind or 
a Riverside wind. It is far from a local breeze, for it 
was pushing down weak and aging trees and causing wives 
to talk back at their husbands all over Southern California. 

The Times person who referred to it as a Santa Ana 
wind did so through ignoranc e or carelessness. 

The correct title is San!ana, a nsme of Spanish-Indian 
origin, in use before California w’as a state. Terry Ste¬ 
phenson, foremost authority on such matters, says that 
a literal translation is difficult, the nearest approach being 
“desert devil wdnd.” More than th.at, the word “santana” 
did not even originate in this section, but w.cs first applied 
to hot winds in Sonora. 

As a matter of fact, this wind which shows up every 
year or so in Southern California should only serve to 
emphasize the excellence of cur climate. 

Every section has its unkind wind. Western Nevada 
has its \VKshoe zephyr, which plays such pranks as blow¬ 
ing the roof off the University of Nevada library building.

NEW YORK.—At the risk of 
seeming hopelessly naive I won¬ 
der if any good could come of a 
proposal once advanced by Mrs. 
Roosevelt that people try to un¬ 
derstand one another and their 
problems in times of temper and 
touchy pride. We and the Ger¬ 
mans have tried everything else 
in the clash of ideals which has 
been tending toward a rub of in¬ 
terests and national vanity. Short 
of actual invasion of that which 
we deem to be our sphere, wheth. 
er by force or by political stealth, 
there would seem to be a chance 
of our learning to get along mu¬ 
tually. 

For more than a hundred years 
we have got along with the Brit¬ 
ish, whose arrogance toward the 
United States is not yet matched 
by anything that the Germans 
have said to us. The Germans 
have been rude, it is true. But 
we managed to keep peace with 
Great Britain at times when the 
British were fond of saying out 
loud that the only thing that 
saved us from a damned good 
hiding by their fleet and soldiers 
was John Bull’s lofty tolerance 
of our impudence. We are truc¬ 
ulent enough ourselves, and it 
was not by deliberate and noble 
searching for a basis of peace 
with honor that we escaped trou¬ 
ble. 

DIFFERENT NOW 

But things are different now, 
and wars are so terrible that we 
could lose nothing by an effort 
to discover in the nature of this 
new Germany some of those hu¬ 
man traits which people of the 
same racial stock have revealed 
as citizens, friends, neighbors and 
relatives in the United States. 

These traits seem to be utterly 
suppressed in Germany as a 
state, but is it not past believing 
that they are extinct in the peo¬ 
ple? That can be ob.served in in¬ 
dividuals in Germany at moments 
when they are off parade, and 
the problem suggested by Mrs. 
Roosevelt’s proposal would be to 
reach them and .see what makes 
them tick and let them under¬ 
stand what makes Americans 
tick, too. I don’t mean to invite 
nazi propaganda, but it would be 
censorship of the mo.st evil kind 
to withhold from the American 
public knowledge of the thoughts 
and feelings of the German peo¬ 
ple which might give us to un¬ 
derstand them patiently, and the 
lack of which might wrong us 
both. 

To distinguish between nazi 
propaganda and honest informa¬ 
tion would be difficult and, of 
course, the anti-German bunds 
would be out, but the Steuben so¬ 
cieties ■ seem to be sincere and 
might be given a hearing. The 
trouble then would be to obtain 
a hearing for the American peo¬ 
ple with German neople, and un¬ 
der their censorship that seems 
impossible, but there is nothing 
wrong with the idea. 

REVERSE ENGLISH 

Their leaders have reversed 
themselves more startlingly be¬ 
fore this. Only a couple of years 
ago they were schooling their ad¬ 
ults as well as the children in a 
belief that the Italians’ swarthy 
complexion was imported from 
Africa, and look what chums the 
Germans and Italians are now! 
Maybe that Ls Hitler’s idea of a 
joke. He is hard to understand 
sometimes. 

In the excitement of these days 
we forget that Britain and France, 
too. have fought a few predatory 
and political wars in the life of 
this country and that our ideal¬ 
ism didn’t reach the boiling point. 
And, if it comes to that, what is 
the difference, except in dates, 
between the acquisition of parts 
of the British and French em¬ 
pires and Mussolini’s conquest of 
Abyssinia? To be sure, there was 
the League of Nations, but it was 
a league which we could have no 
part of at best.

I WASHINGTON — (Special) — 
Japan’s invasion of south China, 
commenced by the landing of 
troops at Bias bay, a historic and 
notorious pirate hangout, is aimed 
directly at one of the richest prov¬ 
inces in China. 

. Kwangtung province, in which 
' are located, in addition to Bias bay, 
i Swatow and Canton, possesses im¬ 
portant deposits of coal. Iron, an¬ 
timony, tungsten ore, silver, tin 
and other minerals, a survey here 
indicated. 

I One of the most advanced of the 
I 18 provinces of China proper, it | 
I has a population of more than 36,- 
I 000,000 almost all of whom are 
I Cantonese, famous throughout 
China as the hardiest and most vi¬ 
gorous of China’s millions. 

Because of heavy British and 
French investments in Kwangtung 
and Kwangsi, neighboring prov¬ 
ince to the west, and elsewhere in 
south China, and because of the 
proximity of British Hong Kong, 
the “tight little isle” of the east, 

' and of France’s wealth-producing 
colony, Indo-China, the invasion 
may lead to more serious interna¬ 
tional complications than have at¬ 
tended the Sino-Japanese war 
I thus far.

The Merry-Go-Round

(Note to Editors: One free ride 
on the Washington Merry-Go- 
Round goes with the Brass Ring 
to Viscountess Astor, the Amer¬ 
ican lady, who with her Cliveden 
set now rules England). 

WASHINGTON — Most potent 
governing group in Britain today 
is not the cabinet, but the little 
gathering of lords and iadie;-. 
newspaper editors and banker, 
who gather at Cliveden, country 
estate of Lord Astor, every week¬ 
end to drink highballs around : 
huge fireplace, and discuss th; 
foreign policy of the empire. 

This is the Cliveden set, be¬ 
coming more famous and more 
powerful month by month. 

Cliveden is a baronial estatr 
about 50 miles from London, whose 
high, ivy-covered towers look 
down upon the river Thames, 
whose walls are covered with the 
American fur-trapping ancestors 
of the Astors, and whose hostess, 
Lady Nancy Astor, is fonder of 
talking polities than her Virginia 
relatives are of talking horses. 

Nancy Astor is one of those In¬ 
tensely energetic people who is 
never happy unless she is making 
people turn handsprings. 

“Now say something amusing, 
Mr. Shaw,” she once commanded 
the venerable Bernard Shaw, who 
had been invited to Cliveden to 
m«et the late Sen. Joe Robinson, 
Secretary of State Stimson, and 
other Americans. 

Shaw’s response was a facial 
expression which clearly read: 
“Oh, Lord, why did I come?” 
HITLER AND CLIVEDEN 

When Nancy Astor puts this 
same energy to work in the field 
of political relationships, there is 
no telling what may eventuate. 

One of the things that eventu¬ 
ated last November was the visit 
of Lord Halifax to see Hitler. An¬ 
other was the Chamberlain jour¬ 
ney! to aee der fuehrer in Sep¬ 
tember. 

The Cliveden set has not quite 
adopted Adolf Hitler as “their lea¬ 
der,” but almost. Their feeling to¬ 
ward him is one of mingled ad¬ 
miration and fear. They fear that 
eventually he will turn against 
England. But they admire the 
manner in which he rebuffs Rus¬ 
sia. 

One reason for the affinity be¬ 
tween Hitler and the Cliveden set 
is the fact that most of them are 
Christian Scientists. When Hit¬ 
ler first seized power in Germany, 
one of the Clivedenites visited the 
new chancellor and persuaded him 
to exempt Christian Science from 
nazi religious persecution. 

Not long ago, Robert Seton-Wal- 
son, prominent British writer, de¬ 
scribed the Cliveden set as “a mix¬ 
ture of Christian Science and Af¬ 
rican gold.” 

LORD LOTHIAN 

The gold is represented by Lord 
Lothian, who is secretary of the 
Rhodes trust for educating Amer¬ 
icans at Oxford, and whose fam¬ 
ily Inherited vast gold fields in 
South Africa. Himself educated in 
a Jesuit school, he rebelled, be¬ 
came converted to Christian Sci¬ 
ence, but still has the Jesuitical 
manner of thinking. 

Lothian makes frequent visits 
to Hitler, and the notes of these 
conversations, which he has shown 
to friends, indicates that he con¬ 
siders himself spiritually affili¬ 
ated with the German dictator. 

Lord Lothian began life as Philip 
Kerr, secretary to Lloyd George 
was considered a great liberal. He 
now carries tremendous weight 
with the cabinet, is a sort of min- 
Utej wiqiput poptfollo. 


LONDONDERRY 

Unlike Lothian, Lord London¬ 
derry, another member of the 
group, is noted for the vacuum- 
like condition of his cranium. His 
pro-nazism is due to his education 
among goose-stepping Junkers. 
His part in British politics is 
largely through the influence of 
I his wife. 

Londonderry is a close friend of 
! Goering, and apparently is so anx¬ 
ious to protect nazi secrets that , 
j he suppressed certain findings of j 
[ the British air ministry showing 
' that Germany had located aero- ‘ 
I dromes near her west coast within i 
I easy striking distance of London. 

The British were permitted to 
! know about this only after it was 
revealed in American newspapers. 

! Part of the Cliveden set’s 
strength is their control of the 
British pres.s. Major John Jacob 
j Astor, brother-in-law of Lady 
I Astor, owns the London Times. i 
whose editorials have empire re¬ 
verberations. Also members of the i 
set are Geoffrey Dawson, editor of i 
the Times, and Barrington Ward, 
assistant editor. 

VISCOUNT ASTOR 

Viscount Waldorf Astor owns 
another powerful newspaper, the ; 
Sunday Observer, whole Lord i 
Bcaverbrook, the present “Lord I 
Northcliffe” of England, is a fre- ! 
quent Cliveden visitor. j 

Viscount Astor notes in his self- j 
penned biography that among his . 
college accomplishments were ' 
representing Oxford in “polo, stee- j 
pie-chasing and sabres.” The Vis¬ 
count does not seem to be accom¬ 
plishing vastly more than that to- ! 
day. He stays in the background, j 
His wife does the talking. I

NEW CITRUS AGREEMENT 

i The new citrus agreement, pro¬ 
posed at a Washington conference, 
and effective if approved by the 
growers, should improve the 
orange industry. Most growers 
are unable to see in it a solution, 
but it does contain remedial pro¬ 
visions in that it requires the co¬ 
operation of Florida and Texas, 
which have hitherto free-lanced 
and thereby imposed a hardship 
: upon those fruit-producing states 
1 which have operated under a pro¬ 
rate. The accord requires that 
! the two offending states unite with 
' others in shipping agreements. 
Purchase of surplus stock will 
remove only the lower grades of 
fruit, which will go into by-pro¬ 
ducts. The government should not 
be required to use taxpayers’ mon¬ 
ey to buy surpluses. Adequate 
control by withholding from the 
market surplus fruit would natur- 
' ally improve the price of the fruit 
, offered. Growers could voluntar- 
I ily agree to surrender their per- 
t centage of fruit in excess years 
without asking the government to 
buy the lower grades. However, 
inasmuch as the purchased surplus 
goes to relief sources, the competi- 
' live feature is considerably re- 
j duced. 

; This is provided lor largely in 
; the agreement that the industry 
j itself keep from competitive mar- 
I kets an equal amount of fruit pur- 
I chased by the government. 

1 Local growers see no permanent 
I relief from the situation until 
I there is an orderly marketing sys¬ 
tem adopted. This must apply, as 
I the prospects due to increased 
i acreage mean a steadily increas¬ 
ing amount of fruit. As the imme¬ 
diate situation stands, the matter 
IS largely in the hands of Florida 
I growers. If they unite with other 
orange-producing states there will 
be an improvement. Otherwise 
the situation will continue chaotic. 
Many students of citriculture 
! and agriculture claim the indus¬ 
tries should stand on their own 
feet, and that the problems should 
not be thrown into the govern¬ 
ment crucible; that the only rea.son 
these questions go there now is 
because the influence toward solu¬ 
tion is greater. The problems 
should be settled by the respective 
industries through cooperation. It 
is the self-preservation method. 

There are many who argue that 
the entire issue could be solved if 
fruit was sold f.o.b. instead of by 
the “tramp car” system. Sell the 
i oranges before they start rolling, 
j After all, it must be admitted 
I that the federal conference has 
clarified the situation, and grow¬ 
ers can look more hopefully for- 
, ward to better prices.—Santa 
I Paula Chronicle.
